MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen  of  the  City  Coimcils  : 

We  are  now  completely  invested  with  the  local  government 
of  our  city.  For  the  current  political  year  we  are  to  look  after 
the  rehef  of  the  poor,  the  establishment  and  repairs  of  high- 
ways, the  support  of  schools,  the  preservation  of  peace"  and 
good  order,  the  protection  of  Hfe  and  property,  the  levying  and 
collection  of  taxes,  and  the  direction  and  management  general- 
ly, in  a  manner  not  repugnant  to  State  laws,  of  the  prudential 
affairs  of  the  city.  These  are  grave  and  onerous  duties,  and 
will  demand  the  exercise  of  care  and  judgment,  as  well  as  con- 
siderable expenditure  of  time  and  patience. 

We  must  perform  certain  acts,  because  they  are  necessary  to 
the  exercise  of  our  corporate  duties  and  the  accomplishment 
of  the  purpose  of  our  charter.  In  the  discharge  of  some  of 
these  duties,  no  option  or  choice  will  be  possible.  But  cases 
must  frequently  arise  where  the  soundest  discretion  and  judg- 
ment \vill  be  demanded,  and  under  such  circumstances  we 
should  perform  no  act  not  calculated  to  promote  the  safety, 
welfare  and  convenience  of  the  public.  For  though  briefly 
clothed  %vith  extensive  civil  authority,  we  are,  nevertheless, 
only  servants  of  the  people.  We  should  constantly  inquire  of 
ourselves  and  of  each  other,  does  the  end  sought  promise  to 
prove  a  public  benefit  ?  It  is  hardly  necessary,  considering  the 
existing  and  long  continued  depression  in  all  branches  of  bus- 
iness industry,  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  econ- 
omy. This  is  a  subject  that  most  men  now  think  and  speak 
about  intelligently,   and  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  receive  proper 
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attention,  in  all  your  deliberations.  I  do  not  hide  from  my- 
self the  fact  that  the  present  generation  of  New  Englanders 
demands  of  its  towns  and  cities,  accommodations  and  advan- 
tages unknown  when  I  was  a  stripling ;  and  I  am  not  disposed 
to  affirm  that  we  are  not  better  off  in  many  respects  than  were 
our  fathers. 

The  different  departments  should  receive  suitable  and  suffi- 
cient appropriations,  for  we  may  not  neglect  any  of  our  muni- 
cipal obligations.  As  to  whether  these  departments  can  be 
managed  with  less  money  than  they  have  recently  cost,  is  a 
question  you  must  aid  me  in  solving. 

The  final  judgment  of  the  retiring  Mayor  impresses  me  with 
the  belief  that  we  shall  be  obHged  to  increase  rather  than  di- 
minish expense  in  at  least  one  direction.  You  have  without 
doubt  anticipated  me  in  naming 

STREETS    AND    HIGHWAYS 

as  the  department  likely  to  call  for  an  appropriation  somewhat 
in  excess  of  recent  years.  There  are  a  good  many  worthy 
people  who  think  the  art  of  road  making  is  lost  in  Dover.  To 
know  how  to  make  a  road  properly  is  indeed  one  of  the  fine 
arts,  and  a  man  who  should  practice  this  art  with  success 
would  be  one  of  the  truest  benefactors  of  the  age.  Of  course 
we  all  know  that  macadamizing  furnishes  the  prime  requisites, 
smoothness  and  hardness.  But  the  cost  serves  to  prevent  our 
seeing  the  saving  in  wear  and  tear  of  horse-flesh,  of  harnesses 
and  carriages,  as  well  as  the  convenience  and  safety  of  such 
roads.  It  is  a  matter  of  fair  inquiry,  however,  whether  this  in- 
creased cost  of  construction  is  not  fully  compensated  by  the 
diminution  in  the  repair  account.  I  will  add  that  those  hav- 
ing the  care  of  this  department  assure  me  that  the  appropria- 
tion ($10,000)  was  insufficient  for  repairs,  and  the  new  work 
they  put  in. 

SIDEWALKS  AND  SEWERS. 

I  find   a  growing  feeling  in  favor   of  brick   for   sidewalks. 
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Whether  it  is  impossible  to  make  walks  of  concrete  that  will 
wear  smooth  and  prove  durable,  I  am  unable  to  state.  Few 
public  conveniences  add  more  to  popular  enjoyment  than  good 
sidewalks.  Indeed  it  is  quite  as  much  owing  to  the  comforta- 
ble sidewalks  of  the  city  proper  as  anything  else,  that  there  ex- 
ists a  growing  tendency  to  crowd  into  the  cities.  Sewers  are 
necessary  for  the  healthfulness  of  the  city  and  should  receive 
proper  consideration. 

BRIDGES. 

I  am  informed  that  all  the  bridges  (except  the  Watson 
bridge,)  are  in  good  condition  and  a  small  appropriation  only, 
will  be  needed  for  this  department. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT.  <, 

The  success  which  has  attended  this  department  for  years  I 
need  not  comment  on.  The  apparatus  is  in  excellent  order. 
The  Chief  Engineer  will  ask  you  for  one  thousand  feet  of  new 
hose.  Dover  is  a  city  of  wooden  buildings,  and  our  preserva- 
tion lies  in  being  prepared. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  City  Marshal's  report  indicates  a  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  the  poHce  highly  commendable.  I  refer  you  for  more  par- 
ticular information,  to  the  full  and  suggestive  report  of  the  City 
Marshal. 

PINE  HILL  CEMETERY. 

The  only  place  for  the  burial  of  the  dead  under  the  city's 
control,  will  never  cease  to  be  an  object  of  public  interest.  I 
commend  the  matter  of  a  suitable  appropriation  to  your  kind 
consideration. 

THE    PAUPER  DEPARTMENT 

if   I  am  correctly  informed,  will  need   an   appropriation  equal 
to  that  of  last  year.     At  some  future  time  I  propose  to  call 
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your  attention  to  the  part  we  bear  in  the  county  expenses,  and 
the  necessity  therefor. 

CRIMINALS. 

All  sensible  people  believe  that  criminals  should  in  some 
way  be  made  to  earn  their  living.  This  is  for  your  considera- 
tion. 

SCHOOLS. 

Our  schools  are  about  as  good  as  they  can  be  made  without 
a  larger  expenditure  of  money.  Many  parents  expect  the 
schools  to  fit  their  children  for  all  the  duties  of  life  ;  this  is 
hardly  fair.  But  all  expect  the  schools  to  quaHfy  the  pupils  in 
the  rudiments  of  the  arts  and  sciences,  so  that  they  will  be 
able  to  learn  and  follow  any  business  or  trade  intelligently ; 
this  they  do  pretty  thoroughly. 

In  March  the  Board  of  Instruction  will  present  a  report  for 
your  consideration. 

FINANCIAL. 

The  retiring  Mayor  has  submitted  a  full  and  candid  report 
of  the  financial  history  of  the  city  for  the  past  two  years. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  will  be  my  duty,  gentlemen,  to  submit  to  you  from  time 
to  time,  such  information  and  suggestions  as  the  welfare  of  the 
city  may  require.  I  shall  expect  your  aid  and  counsel  in  the 
performance  of  my  duties,  and  in  taking  care  that  the  public 
good  receives  no  harm. 

And,  gentlemen,  our  fellow  citizens  have  assembled  here  to- 
day to  witness  our  taking  the  oath  or  obligation  to  perform  our 
duties  faithfully,  impartially,  and  for  the  best  interest  of  every 
citizen.

Gentlemen  : — As  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department, 
I  herewith  most  respectfully  submit  my  fifth  annual  report, 
for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1878,  embracing  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  its  labors,  together  with  a  roll  of  its  members,  list  of 
fires  and  alarms  that  have  occurred,  with  amount  of  loss  and 
insurance,  as  near  as  could  be  ascertained,  location  of  reser- 
voirs, and  general  condition  of  the  department.

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The  general  condition  of  the  Fire  Department  is  good,  with 
one  exception — we  need  more  hose.  The  most  of  our  hose 
has  been  in  use  since  the  present  department  was  organized, 
thirteen  years  ago.  The  board  of  Engineers  have  condemned 
600  feet  as  being  wholly  unfit  for  service.  We  have  more  that 
is  nearly  worthless,  having  been  mended  several  times.  I  would 
recommend  that  the  city  purchase  at  least  1000  feet  of  new 
leading  hose,  without  delay. 

I  think  this  matter  is  of  so  much  importance  that  your  Hon- 
orable body  will  see  our  need,  and  act  accordingly.  No  branch 
of  our  government,  in  my  opinion,  is  of  more  importance  to 
the  citizens  of  Dover,  than  the  Fire  Department,  and  every- 
thing to  make  it  as  near  perfection  as  possible,  should  be  cheer- 
fully furnished.

The  19  persons  discharged  by  the  marshal  with  the  advice 
of  the  Mayor,  were  not  able  to  pay  a  fine,  and  if  committed  to 
the  county  jail,  the  city  would  have  their  board  to  pay,  and  I 
would  most  respectfully  recommend  the  earnest  consideration 
of  the  question  whether  the  establishment  of  a  work  house 
would  not  be  an  institution  of  great  benefit  to  the  tax-payers 
of  Dover,  as  well  as  an  institution  of  moral  worth  to  the  citi- 
zens at  large. 

TRANSIENT  PEOPLE. 

During  the  year,  six  hundred  and  eighty-five  (685)  have  ap- 
plied at  the  police  station  for  food  and  lodgings,  a  decrease  of 
two  hundred  and  sixty-six  (266)  from  the  previous  year.  In 
this  number,  nearly  every  country  on  the  globe  was  represent- 
ed. There  were  old  men  and  young  men,  many  of  whom, 
without  doubt,  have  seen  better  days.  Those  of  the  men  who 
were  of  good  health,  were  'given  crackers  and  fish,  while  the 
women,  children  and  sick  persons,  were  provided  with  warm 
food  and  drink,  and  often  times  have  found  good  quarters  for 
women  and  children  outside  of  the  station.  There  have  been 
numerous  pitiable  cases  among  this  unfortunate  class,  cases 
where  I  have  been  obliged  to  appeal  to  the  County  Commis- 
sioner, E.  H.  Whitehouse,  and  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
George  P.  Demeritt,  for  assistance.  They  have  never,  when  a 
proper  showing  of  the  facts  were  made,  refused  the  desired  aid. 
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Since  the  tramp  law  went  into  effect  on  the  first  of  August  last 
past,  trarnps  have  given  Dover  a  rest.  In  the  first  seven 
months  in  this  year,  six  hundred  and  forty-four  (644)  appHed 
for  food  and  lodgings.  Since  the  first  day  of  August,  when  the 
law  went  into  effect,  forty-one  (41)  have  applied  for  food  and 
lodgings.

ESTABLISHED    BY   CITY   COUNCILS,    MARCH    20,    1 865. 


Resolved,  I.  That  Highway  District  No.  One  be  extended 
to  the  junction  of  Back  River  and  Durham  Roads. 

II.  That  Highway  Districts  Nos.  Two  and  Three  be  add- 
ed to  and  included  in  Highway  District  No.  One. 

III.  That  Highway  District  No.  Twenty-two  be  extended 
to  the  large  Elm  tree  east  of  E.  Faxon's  house. 

IV.  That  so  much  of  Highway  District  No.  Twenty-three 
as  runs  from  Rebecca  Pinkham's  gate  to  the  turn  of  the  road 
near  Andrew  T.  Roberts'  dwelling-house,  be  disannexed  from. 
said  District  No.  Twenty-three,  and  annexed  to  and  made  part 
of  Highway  District  No.  Fourteen;  and  so  much  as  runs  from 
the  turn  of  the  road  near  the  dwelling-house  of  Samuel  H. 
Hanson  to  Nathaniel  Carlton's  dweUing-house,  be  disannexed 
from  said  District  No.  Fourteen,  and  annexed  to  and  made 
part  of  Highway  District  No.  Twenty-threee. 

V.  As  estabhshed  September  19,  1872.  That  so  much  of 
Highway  District  No.  Eight,  as  lies  between  the  junction  of 
Sixth  and  Grove  streets  and  the  westerly  end  of  tlie  Brick 
House  owned  by  John  B.  Hull,  be  disannexed  from  the  said 
District  No.  Eight,  and  added  to  and  made  part  of  Highway 
Districts  Nos.  One,  Two  and  Three. 
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District  No.  i — Shall  embrace  all  the  streets,  lanes  and 
alleys  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city,  also  Locust  (fomerly 
High)  street  to  its  head,  Arch  street,  Silver  and  Washington 
streets  to  their  junction  with  Arch,  Fourth  to  its  junction 
with  Tolend  road,  Brick  street  to  its  junction  with  Grove 
street)  Franklin  street  to  its  junction  with  Chestnut  street  at  the 
house  of  Capt.  Porter,  the  Rollins  road  to  its  junction  with 
Fresh  Creek  road,  the  Turnpike  to  Rollinsford  line,  Rogers 
street  to  the  Gulf  road  west  of  Cushing's  Mills,  Payne  street 
to  the  culvert  beyond  Platte's  Hill,  Mt.  Pleasant  to  Cross  road 
to  Neck  road  near  James  Caton's  house.
